Preignition or Detonation? 
HE TERMS preignition and detonation are 
sometimes interchanged and confused. They 
are not the same even tho igh one can cause the 
ther The following explanation has _ been 
ffered by engineers at the Champion Spark 


Plug Co. to help clarify the confusion. 

Preignition refers to fuel igniting before the 
spark occurs at the plug. It can be caused by 
any overheated surfaces in the combustion cham- 

k plug, exhaust valve, piston 
or carbon deposit In its mild form, preignition 
results in engine roughness and loss of power 
In rare cases involving high temperatures, it has 
damaged engine parts. 

Detonation occurs after the fuel starts burn 
ing. Its characteristic ping or knock results 
from the “explosion” of the remaining portion 
of the gas. 

With higher compression ratios and greate 
power output, there is an increased tendency to 
wards preignition. Fuels, lubricants and engin¢ 
omponents have to be more carefully tailored 
to the engine. The engines themselves must be 
tuned-up more critically. It has become moré 
and more important that manufacturer's speci 
fications be followed exactly.

a 1958 Roundup and Look Ahead 


Stronger, cooler running tires are available 


to meet operator demands for higher 


speed, more payload, better braking, longer life 


| WHAT’S NEW in tires? The last few years have 
seen decided improvements . . . improvements that 
can mean more mileage and fewer road delays if fleet 
operators take advantage of them. 

Take carcass strength. Today’s cords, along with 
improved tire construction, produce a tire that ex- 
ceeds earlier tires by a large margin. This provides 
more freedom from impact breaks and bruises. It 
ups life and makes possible more recaps. 

Tires are lighter to give more payload. 


They are cooler running to offer 
greater fatigue resistance, fewer separation failures. 
This is a major improvement. One maker flatly says, 
“ .. the largest single factor affecting tire perform- 
ance is heat... .” Charts on facing page show how 
speed, load and inflation increase tire temperature, 
thus shorten tire life. Cooler running tires help meet 
demands for higher speeds and more payload with 
less loss in tire life. The inflation problem can be 
licked, of course, with good tire PM. 
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with 
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It 


Treads have been improved to allow quieter, safer, 
longer operation. Improved traction reduces tread 
movement on the ground, shortens stopping distance 
and minimizes side slippage. 


Finally, tires made today are a 
great deal more stable. Growth has been reduced to a 
minimum. This cuts tread wear, cracking and damage 
at the beads. It also makes possible more recaps. 

At the same time we can count up many more 
stringent requirements for tires in practically any type 
of operation. Gross vehicle weights have been increased 
in many states. Average speeds are greater generally, 
thanks to improvements in highways. Power steer 
ing has enabled users to load the front end heavier. 
Higher torque built into engines and power train sys- 
tems is transferred to the tires to complicate the job 
they must perform. 


Add to this the fact that brakes are 
heavier, larger (develop more heat) to stop these loads 
Remember that a brake is no better than the tire-to- 
ground contact. Thus one begins to see the cause of 
continuing tire problems even in the face of improve- 
ments. 

One interesting tire sidelight are the proposed In- 
terstate Commerce Commission load limits for tube- 
less tires to its Safety Regs. The new limits (as shown 
in the chart on first page), fleet operators say, will 
in some cases make it impossible to get maximum pay- 
load allowed under state size and weight limits. 


What's ahead in tires? 
Generally, continuing improvement toward stronger, 
lighter, cooler running tires. 

One interesting view was presented middle of last 
month at Society of Automotive Engineer’s West Coast 
Meeting. T. A. Robertson of Firestone Tire & Rubber 
Co. asks what kind of tire could carry a truckload from 
Los Angeles, Cal., to New York City at speeds of 70 to 
80 mph? Here's his crystal ball answer: 


“One obvious way to design a high 
speed truck tire is with skinned down racing type 
construction where the tire is made so thin and flexible 
that the heat generated is rapidly dissipated to the 
outside atmosphere. The racing tire is very thin. It 
has only '4-in. of rubber in the tread compared to 
34-in. in the tread of the truck tire. The tire body 
is also of minimum gage and there is practically no 
rubber at all covering the cords in the sidewall. 

“There is no question but that a tire of this type 
could be made with present know-how which would 
run safely at the highest truck speeds we can an- 
ticipate for the future. The engineering problem. . 
would be to build in the long mileage durability and 
economy of operation which are necessary for a satis- 
factory truck tire... . One way would be by 
additional use of retreading. ... It is conceivable that 
retreading practices can be developed—using portable 
equipment—so that a new tread can be put on a tire 
without removing it from the rim or even without 
dismounting it from the vehicle—just as we used to 
shoe a horse.” 
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Charts show excessive operating temperatures built-up 
by underinflation, overload and speed. Experts ciaim 
biggest single factor in shortening tire life is heat 


Tubeless truck tire performance still 
reflects considerable differences of opinion. Introduced 
in 1955, the tubeless tire has experienced a stormy 
three-year period of transition. Problems were ex- 
perienced in the early stage (Jan. '57, p82—Feb. °57, 
p72). 

To say that neighboring fleets, operating ove 
similar routes with comparable loads, have entirely 
different outlooks on tubeless tires only emphasizes 
the differences that exist today. And when one fleet 
actually sells its tubeless to another (who promptly 
installs them and reduces tire costs), the point be- 
comes pronounced. 

In an attempt to clarify some of these problems 
COMMERCIAL CAR JOURNAL visited manufacturers and 
users alike to get first hand reactions to this appar- 
ently slowed-down tubeless tire program. The pic- 
ture is cloudy on both sides, but the enlightened will 
agree to these general points:

| RETREADING TUBELESS tires has brought 


about changes in equipment and procedures formerly 


ised with tube tires. 

The fact that an air chamber is being repaired or 
retreaded, after which it is still expected to hold air, 
necessarily requires careful inspection and workman- 
ship.

Take Care of the Battery 


By Robert H. Hawkins, Caterpillar Tractor Co 


MACHINE OWNERS have 
come to expect convenience and 
dependability when starting die- 
sel engines in all weather, regard- 
less of temperature extremes.

Why do storage batteries run 
down? Frequently the problem is 
the same as with any storage sys- 
tem. If more is taken out than is 
put back in, the reservoir ulti- 
mately becomes empty. 

Added electrical load, such as 
lights, heaters, 
sometimes impose more drain on 
the system than can be replaced 
by the generator. There are 
other reasons. The first is age. 
After many hours use, the storage 
capacity is reduced.
